Currants 

Flowering Currant - Often growing wild, Occasionally light-flowered (shown). 
frequently grown in gardens, it sometimes The rubbed leaves have a strong smell. 
growing quite large and thick-stemmed.

Gooseberry - Frequently growing near woody 
edges, though giving most fruit in the light.

Mountain Currant - Seen somewhat to the west, Arather broom-like thing, the flower clusters 
e.g. the watersides at the Clifton Aquaduct and _ stand distinctively upwards as seen, and the 
Almondell. rubbed leaves have no smell.

Red Currant - Frequent in woody edges. The flowers are like shallow plates, and hang 
downwards. The rubbed leaves have no smell.

Blackcurrant - Frequent in damp spots The flowers have some depth (not shallow 
plates), hanging in lax clusters, and the leaves 
when rubbed have a strong smell.
